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PRICELESS GEMS 


By Lester V. Strickler 


A friend of mine recently gave me a book which I treasure 
greatly. I thought perhaps your readers would be interested in some 
of my findings in this wonderful book. 

The book was published in 1909 and the title is “Money and 
Stamp Manual.” Its contents are, in part, almost unbelieveable 
and certainly unheard of by the average collector of today. I have 
picked out only a few of the many unusual listings. 


The first oddity I noticed was the way the conditions were 
listed. There were five different conditions, each indicated by in- 
itials such as: A. Coin in fair condition; B. Coin in good condition; 
C. Coin in fine condition; D. Coin in uncirculated condition; E. Coin 
in proof condition. I am sure many collectors today would like to 
see coins listed so simple, instead of the many misleading and com- 
plicated ways that coins are listed today. 


The prices in the book, compared to the prices of today, were 
almost amusing at times. 

It was most surprising to find that some coins are not even 
listed the same today as they were fifty-two years ago. What we 
know today as “Indian Head Cents,” was known then as “Liberty 
Feathered Head.” The 1858 Indian head cent, which today is not 
even listed, was selling for ten cents in proof condition. The 1859 
topped this by selling for twelve cents in proof condition. It also 
stated there are three varieties on this date but did not go into 
detail. 

The 1881 Indian head cent had a very unusual variety. One type 
of 1881 was described as having the obverse same as an 1883 V 
nickel and reverse having a “I” within the wreath. At the time it 
was selling for $6.25 proof. What a gem this would be today. The 
regular 1881 issue was Selling for six cents in proof condition. 

One variety of the 1884 Indian head cent was listed as being 
made with a hole in the centre and being made of nickel. This coin 
was selling for $3.75 proof while the regular issue was listed as five 
cents in proof condition. 


Something never heard of today by many collectors is a 1836 
two-cent piece listed at $4.00 proof. This was called an experimental 
issue; design of eagle in clouds and made of copper. What a beau- 
tiful, priceless gem this must have been. 


An 1865 Two-cent piece made of nickel, price at $2.25 proof, 
would certainly be accepted as beautiful piece of art by collectors 
today. 


The 1881 Nickel Three-Cent piece which is listed today as one 
of the cheapest pieces was listed then as a great find. This was true 
especially if it had the obverse of the 1883 V nickel and was made 
of copper. Now, we have had listed an 1881 one-cent piece and a 
three-cent piece made like the V nickel on the obverse and only 
slight difference on reverse. 


Two coins which surely must have been beautiful was the 1866 
Lincoln nickel and the 1866 Washington nickel. The first selling for 
$10.00 and the second for $1.40, both in proof condition. In the nickel 
issue alone there were countless issues that are not heard of to 
many readers like myself. There were unusual V nickels issued in 
1881, 1882, 1883, and 1884. The mint issued and sent out a number 
of five cent pieces as “patterns” or “‘on trial.” 


The 1881 was described as: Obverse like 1883 V nickel and re- 
verse had large “5” in wreath, but without E Pluribus Unum. The 
1882 was very similar to the 1883 nickel. The 1883 Variety I had 
the obverse of the V nickel but on reverse was 50N and 50C in two 
lines. Around the wreath are words ‘Five Cents” divided by 13 
stars. 


The 1884 V nickel Variety I had an octagonal hole in the centre. 
I would like to directly quote the book at this point concerning the 
above nickels. “That there can be no question as to the correctness 
of this, we have absolute proof, specimens of each of the coins here 
mentioned having been dealt in by several dealers. The values are 
comparatively high and ever increasing.” 


If you remember I have mentioned an 1884 cent and nickel 
which contain an octagonal hole in centre. 


As I have already stated that some listings in this book seem 
almost unbelievable. I can’t help but wonder what happened to these 
coins. Could it be that some of your readers have a few in their 
possession. 

There are hundreds of such illustrations in this book which the 
readers may or may not find interesting. If your readers would like 


more illustrations about the oddities of coins, I would gladly write 
more on the subject. 
Someone must have these “Priceless Gems.”

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Canadian Coin Patterns

We would like to begin by expressing our appreciation to those 
readers who have taken the time to write and comment on our first 
effort to present a report on the current market values of Canadian 
cents. With this issue we have a few changes on the rising cents 
and we present a report on Canadian five cent silver. 

The Canadian five cent silver piece, which corresponds in size 
to the U.S. half dime as issued between 1829 and 1878, is an attrac- 
tive series. Many specimens have been used in the manufacture of 
various types of jewelry. The first issue of 1858 appears in three 
varieties, 1858 small date, 1858 large date, and 1858 large date re- 
engraved ‘8.”’ In 1921, when a larger nickel coin was introduced, 
all of the 2,501,238 five cent pieces which had been struck in silver 
were melted down except for about 50 known pieces. The 1921 five 
cent silver piece is worth several times as much as the next scarcest 
variety, 1858 LD re-engraved “8.” 

As on the Canadian large cents, the only mint mark on the five 
Silver pieces is the “H” for the Heaton Mint (Birmingham, Eng- 
land.) Prior to 1908 specimens were struck at the Heaton mint or 
at the Tower Mint, London, England, (no mint mark.) Since 1908, 
until discontinuance in 1921, specimens were struck at the Ottawa, 
Canada, mint.

able to receive, record, and recall impressions registered therein. 
Time considered, the mind (brain cells) gradually assumes control 
of all our physical and mental activities. The mind is half like and 
half unlike our mechanical cash register. In the case of our tabu- 
lating machine, data can be equally recorded and blotted out at will. 
There is no normal means of blotting out the mind’s recorded im- 
pressions. Brain cell pressure or deterioration can account for this, 
but that is not normal. 

Coin collectors have a distinct mind—that is, a portion of it 
is given over to a knowledge of their coins that reflect our growth 
and economic status. About the metals used, denominations, con- 
dition, types and varieties, dates, symbols, mottos and design, and 
where and when issued, scarcity and rarity, demand, cost, etc. This 
comes from feeling coins—handling them, from hearing coin dis- 
cussions, talks, lectures, etc., and from reading coin books, monthly 
coin publications, coin club magazines, and numerous numismatic 
articles, etc. 

Finally, this. If you do not have a hobby, coin collecting can be 
a fascinating study and pastime. You can specialize, such as col- 
lecting old and odd coins, or amass a general collection, and at the 
same time become a coin scholar—a numismatist or expert, if you 
please, on the subject.

I have been a student of numismatics since I was about 15 years 
of age when my father gave me some old coins that he had acquired. 
In this there were several pieces that were not in circulation at that 
time - a half cent, a large cent, a half dime, a two cent piece, a shield 
nickel, a 1913 Buffalo, and a 1828 25¢ piece. I was supposed to write 
up all that I could find about these, so you could imagine my en- 
thusiasm. My capital was limited even during my college and medical 
school days. I would go to the banks and get their “junk box” coins 
usually at face and enjoyed these for most every one would be differ- 
ent. This “junk” is what I was ashamed to show until Numismatic 
Errors came to the front. Then I found out that I had probably as 
large a collection of the Mint and Numismatic (Printers) Errors as 
anyone after showing these in Kansas City, Portland, Atlantic City, 
Springfield, and Boston. This has labeled me a “freak collector’ 
when I really am a “bona fide” collector, I hope. This I will have to 
defend from now on.

The interest in coin collecting 
has leaped ahead, over the course 
of the past 4 months across Can- 
ada, at a great rate. This is evi- | 
denced by the increased demand 
for all types of coin accessories; 
the disappearace from circulation 
of all King George V small cents _ 
and nickel 5¢ pieces; and the in- 
creased prices being asked by 
dealers for hitherto common date 
coins. 


The only denomination which 
the market is behind current cat- 
alogue values is on the Canadian 
silver dollar series, and your cor- 
respondent feels that this won’t 
last for more than three months. 

Whereas the Canadian mint 
produces sufficient silver dollars 
for what normally would be the 
econimic demand for this size of 
coin, there are absolutely none © 
in general circulation. As soon as © 
the coins are shipped from the 
Mint to the distributing banks, 
they are snatched up by collec- 
tors and investors, and as prices | 
reach what the investors consider 
to be profitable levels, they are 
then sold to dealers who in turn, 
turn them over as quickly as pos- 
sible, because they are never sure 
when large quantities will become 
available. This holds true for the 
complete series, with the excep- 
tion of the following key dates— 
1948, 1947 ML, 1947 pointed 7, 
and 1955 Arnprior. 


Canadian Gold is in greater 
demand this year than ever be- — 
fore. The tremendous increase in 
interest in Gold throughout the 
U.S. is spilling over into canada, 
and has created a shortage of 
even what were previously plenti- 
ful dates, to the extent that Can- 
adian Gold is selling from 10% 
to 25% over current catalogue — 
prices. By Canadian Gold, we of © 
course mean the $5 and $10 series 
of 1912, 1913, and 1914.

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Barriors To International Trade 
And Collection Of Coins’ 


By T. Earl Van Sickle, Jr. 


Governments have long since learned the benefits of postage 
stamps as propaganda media and as a source of revenue. Therefore, 
they strive to give their stamps the widest possible circulation-dis- 
tribution. Most countries have an official ‘‘philatelic agency” serv- 
ing stamp collectors or dealers. Such a sales office usually offers at 
face value unlimited quantities of current mint (unused) stamps. 
However, in the field of COIN collecting the picture is quite dif- 
ferent! 

Most governments by their laws and “exchange control regu- 
lations’”’ absolutely prevent or restrict to a pitifully small amount 
the worldwide distribution of their coins in numismatic channels. 
(Numismatics is the collection and study of coins, medals, etc.) 
The only coins that cross the borders of many countries are the 
circulated ones in the pockets of tourists. A large number of finance 
ministries, mints, and central banks take an indifferent attitude 
toward numismatists, thereby discouraging the spread of this cul- 
tural pursuit, and helping build barriers to international cultural 
diffusion. Some narrow-minded government officials see coins only 
as a medium of economic exchange. They regard collectors as be- 
ing in a class with hoarders, misers, etc. 

Some countries issue such small quantities of coins that the 
amounts placed in circulation are even inadequate as a domestic 
medium of exchange. Too many governments manufacture coins 
so inefficiently that the units cost ot low denominations exceeds the 
face value. When an international dealer or distributor approaches 
a government, wishing to buy large quantities he is told, “Export of 
coins is illegal,’ or “Supplies are inadequate for domestic needs,” 
or he is quoted a sales price five or ten times the face value of the 
coins. No one wants to buy (exchange money) at that exhorbitant 
rate, least of all a sales minded dealer, because a large segment of 
his customers (low income persons, school] children, etc.) can not or 
will not buy high priced coins. 

It is particularly significant that the troublemakers of World 
War UI, Germany, Italy, and Japan are today among those culturally 
unconscious governments who refuse either to supply the numis- 
matic trade directly, or to authorize others to export current coin 
of their realms in quantity. One would think that of all the coun- 
tries of the world these three former ‘Axis Powers” would do every- 
thing for good global public relations, for international understand- 
ing! Profuse availability of each country’s mint coins results in 
greater worldwide distribution, which in turn attracts more devotees 
to the hobby. Collecting and studying coins of the world stimulates 
interest in other countries, increases curiosity about peoples and 
affairs of the universal community of nations, thus promoting cul- 
tural exchange. Therefore, facilitated distribution of the world’s 
coins is a worthwhile aim that deserves YOUR effort and support. 

The appropriate committees of UNESCO could do well to spend 
some time investigating this matter of barriers to commercial dis- 
tribution of coins, a “cultural commodity’. UNESCO should urge 
its member governments and others: 

(1) To manufacture enough coins to satisfy both domestic demand 
AND world numismatic demand, using the economies of mass 
production to assure the lowest possible cost; 

(2) 

export sales of unlimited quantities of current coin to estab- 

lished professional dealers; 

That trom an economic standpoint numismatic transactions 

are practically pure profit for the government of issue, since 

most coins will remain in possession of foreign collectors. It 
is highly unlikely that any coins will return to the country 
of origin to be exchanged for goods or services.

‘MY TWO CENTS" 


By R. A. Radice 


Right now there are millions of dollars in Silver Dollars in gov- 
ernment storage. Many of these are uncirculated, and there are 
probably a good number of key dates to be found amongst them. 
Yet, the coin collector will probably never get to see them. This is 
because the public does not want silver dollars in circulation. One 
of the main reasons being that silver dollars are too cumbersome. 
Oh, there are times when the public (non-coin collectors) does want 
silver dollars. Chrismas and wedding anniversaries being high on 
the list of times to give silver dollars. However, in a very short time 
these emancipated silver dollars will be back in the bank vaults. 
The public soon grows tired of these playthings, and usually these 
silver dollars end up paying part of the John Doe’s bills for that 
month. Because of this, millions of silver dollars never see light. 
To add insult to injury, many banks don’t even care to keep silver 
dollars in their vaults. They send them off to the Reserves. 


Another point where silver has become a problem to the col- 
lector is in commemoratives. It seems that the government has no 
intentions of presenting commemoratives in the near future, all be 
it, there are many occasions on which they can be presented. A good 
example of the governments attitude in regard to commemorative 
coins is their lack of presenting a commemorative to honor the 
statehood of either Alaska or Hawaii. One of the main reasons the 
government does not want to issue any more commemoratives is 
because the distribution of these coins is usually done by a private 
organization. Who the government is to pick can be a political 
problem. Another reason cited by the government is that there are 
too many things to commemorate. 


I would now like to offer my solution to these problems. First 
of all it doesn’t hurt anyone in or out of the government to issue 
commemoratives for things that deserve to be commemorated. It 
there happens to be many things to commemorate, the government 
should be proud that they are a part of the country that has things 
to commemorate. As to letting a private organization distribute 
the commemoratives don’t let tnem. Let the mint do it. Any extra 
costs in issuing the commemoratives can then be made up with 
their sale. We have now licked two problems, now for the third and 
most decisive. 


Why should the government let millions of dollars in silver sit 
idle when they can put it to a good use? I suggest that they melt 
down this excess in silver dollars and make it into commemoratives. 
This way they will not only be taking a problem off of their hands 
but will be pleasing the coin collectors too.
